Fire or Fuse? 


The price of a new electric 
motor runs around $65. The 
price of a new fuse is 10 cents. 
The motors are exceedingly hard 
to obtain; the fuse may be 
found at many a store in town.

“understand the negligence of 
owners of electric motors, since 
about all these motors ask for is 
to be cleaned, oiled, and sup- 
plied with a proper fuse, wheth- 
er in refrigerators, furnaces or 
fans. When one gets out of ord- 
er it is a costly process to have 
it repaired—and often a ‘cool’ 
precess, if it comes from one’s 
heating plant. 

But of more, interest to the 
Fire Department then our shiv- 
ers or our expenses is Our safe- 
ty. Firemen have had many re- 
cent calls due to blazes started 
by defective motors. None have 
been serious, but each one was 
a hazard. A fuse in time may 
save a fire. “AND,” says Chief 
Cuff, “we’ve told folks over and 
over and over to get the right 
kind—15 Amp.”

Mayor Answers Building Questions 


By Charles P. Burgess 


was here before.

In response to sporadic complaints i the percentage increase in the num- 


that our building code and its en-, 
forcement was too strict and was. 
discouraging building in Menlo Park, 
zne City Council made an investi- 
gation and held an informal hear- 
ing on the subject with architects, 
builders and other interested parties 
present. The result of the private 
investigations of the individual 
councilmen and the consensus of 
the overwhelming majority of those 
present at the informal meeting 
were in agreement that there should 
be no change in our present set up. 

The pivotal issue seemed to be 
that we should allow other than 
fireproof (concrete or similar ma- 
terial) construction in the commer- 
cial zone. Evidence was introduced 
to show that the difference in cost 
between stucco and fireproof con- 
struction was not of great import- 
ance at the present time, and was 
probably more economical when the 
longer life and lower maintenance 
costs on a concrete structure were 
taken into consideration. Moreover, 
it was brought out that a change in 
this zoning requirement would mean 
an automatic 50 percent increase in 
fire insurance rates in the entire 
commercial zone, including the rates 
on existing fireproof construction. 
Substantially all of the new com- 
mercial buildings going up in our 
neighboring cities meet the require- 
ments of our “Fire Zone Number 1”. 

Our building code itself is the 
“Uniform Code” drawn up by a con- 
ference of experts in the field and 
revised every three years. We are 
using the 1943 edition at present. 
Something like 85 percent of Cali- 
fornia’s cities are using the “Uni- 
form Code” in one of its editions. 
No evidence was produced to indi- 
cate that the code was unduly re- 
strictive, or that our building in- 
spector was unreasonably strict in 
his enforcement of the code. 

A question was asked at the in- 
formal meeting as to why, if the 
building code were not too strict, 
there should be less building in 
Menlo Park than in other peninsula 
communities. Any number of rea- 


sons could be advanced if the charge 


itself is accurate, which I question. 


When we compare the commercial 
building in Menlo Park with other 
cities, we must.compare with what 


ber of present commercial buildings 
over what was here as of V-J Day 
is quite substantial. So far as res- 
idential building is concerned, we 
know that very extensive building 
plans were made and construction 
started in Menlo Park prior to the 
imposition of the $10,000 ceiling. 
City zoning made very few tracts 
available for 5000 square foot lots, 
so most of this type of building has 
proceeded outside the city limits. As 
restrictions are lifted we need have 
no fear of our 10,000 square foot lots 
not building up. 


Now, why hasn’t Menlo Park a 
greater number of stores and other 
commercial buildings? My own an- 
swer is that our business district lies 
in too close proximity to the long- 
established, well-rounded One in 
Palo Alto (which is far superior to 
Redwood City’s) to have developed 
importantly until gasoline rationing 
limited the distance people were 
willing to travel, followed by park- 
ing problems in our sister city. Dur- 
ing the same period the population 
of Menlo Park registered a substan- 
tial gain. Councilman Noller sug- 
gested that perhaps Menlo Park 
business men had not awakened to 
our present potentialities. 

It should be pointed out that a- 
mong the handicaps we have had is 
that Stanfcerd Park, which contains 
a large fraction of our population, 
is as conveniently located with re- 
gard to Palo Alto’s business s2¢etion 
as to our own. Moreover, the road 
layout makes Pale Alto the more ac- 
cessible busines, district to all of 
the residents in the unincorporated 
area lying easterly of Middlefield 
Road. This situation must be cor- 
rected. Atherton, to the northwest, 
has a relatively sparce population. 
Nevertheless, the population reach- 
ing El Camino via Middle, Santa 
Cruz and Valparaiso is growing rap- 
idly and this growth rate will ac- 
celerate. 

The immediate villian in the piece 
is the CPA, according to several 
local realtors, who have reauesied 
permission to build commercial 
buildings in Menlo Park and been 
refused. However, it is hoped that 
these restrictions will be lifted 
shortly.

Tired of city life, and homesick for 
the skies of Italy, Mario Paccioretti 
sold his successful business in San 
Francisco in 1937 to take a trip to 
his old home near Milan. This was 
thirteen years after he opened his 
grocery in the Crystal Palace at 
Market and Eighth. 

On his return to the States, Pac- 
cioretti was still “sick of the city” 
so he moved to Menlo Park, where 
in February of ’38 he opened his 
first M.P Fine Food Store on the 
Highway at Cambridge Ave.

This 
letter politely but finally denies the 
request of Menlo Park for a reduc- 
tion in the speed limit from 35 miles 
per hour to 25 miles. The writer 
explained how the department had 
arrived at its present speed limit 
regulation and when and why, say- 
ing that the engineering and traf- 
fic safety study upon which they 
based their decision included the 
stretch of El Camino from the 
southern edge of San Francisco to 
the Santa Clara Co. line. 

Request for reduction in the speed 
limit on El Camino was originally 
sent to the Department of Public 
[eon many weeks ago after the 
Police Department, Parent Teacher 
Association, Woman’s Club, and 
other organizations and individuals 
| haa complained to the Council a- 
bout the danger of the present 35 
miles per hour on our main bus- 
iness street and before our public 
school. The City Council, thor- 
oughly in harmony with this op- 
inion, began its campaign to have 
| the danger lessened. 

Chief of Police, Jack Yount, again 
states that it is impossible with the 
department’s present man power to 
hold the traffic speed down to 35 
miles per hour, as it is well known 
that a law of 35 miles means a trav- 
eling speed of 40, 45 or 50. With the 
law requiring a limit of 25 miles 
per hour traffic would naturally be 
slowed down to 30 or 35. Yount 
said, “There is apparently nothing 
we can do to compel the Depart- 
ment of Public Yorks to alter the 
ruling as it now stands, but I would 
like to see a bill introduced into 
the Legislature giving cities contro! 
over the speed on the highways 
within their limits. In the mean- 
time you can assure the people of 
this community that we will con- 
tinue to do our best to see that 
the present traffic regulations are 
enforced.”

A writer recently made this reference to Lincoln: “If great souls 
of the past do come back to earth as leaders in times of stress, 
then I think it must have been that glorious slave, Epictetus, who 
returned in the person of Abraham Lincoln to free the slaves.” 


For some who love them both this is a pleasant conception. 
And for those of us who believe that great souls never really die, it 
is a comforting thought to hope that the Great Emancipator may 
still be working with us, in some unseen way, to bring about the 
banishment of racial domination for which he lost his life, and for 
which innumerable men of lesser note have been forced to die since 
his day. 


Man travels slowly toward the sunlight of universal peace and 
understanding.

After Edison conceived an invention, industry pioneered the way 
in making its use practical.

Scouts and Cubs in American will 
send more supplies of uniforms, camping equipment, handbooks, liter- 
ature and other useful material to Scouts and Cubs in war-torn and 
devastated areas. Delegations of Scouts and Cubs from all over the 
world will attend the Sixth World Jamboree scheduled to be held 
near Paris, France, this summer. 

The Boy Scout Organizations of the World, now numbering 51 
nations with a membership of 4,413,139 boys and leaders, have worked 
together in international harmony since 1920. The Scout Oath and 
Scout Law, with but slight variations, are known the world ’round. 

In American territory today there are 545 local Boy Scout Coun- 
cils—United States, Alaska, Canal Zone, Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, 
Hawaii and Guam.
